Vancouver, B. C., September 19.— 
(P)—Gordon Stuart Northcott, want- 
ed in Riverside, Calif., in connection 
with murder farm disclosures there, 
was arrested at Okanagan Landing, 
seven miles from Vernon, B. C., in the 
Okanagan valley, Inspector Forbes 
Cruickshank, of the provincial police, 
announced late today. It was said 
Northcott admitted his identity. His 
mother was not with him. 

Inspector Cruickshank received the 
message shortly after 3:30 o'clock this 
afternoon telling of the arrest. The 
Cauadian Press also received partial 
confirmation in a news dispatch from 
jis Vernon, British Columbia, corre- 
gspondent, stating that Gordon Stuart 
Northeott, “or a man believed to be 
him,” had been taken into custody at 
Okanagan landing on arrival of the 
boat, by Provincial Constable Morley 
Green, 

The arrest of Northcott on the ar- 
rival of the boat at Okanagan land- 
ing would make it appear that North- 
cott had boarded the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway company’s steamer at 
some point north of Okanagan land- 
ing, the northern terminus of the run 
on Okanagan lake, between Penticton 
and Okanagan landing. 

The fact that Mrs. Louisa North- 
cott was not with her son lent color 
to the report that she may have 
reached Calgary and is the woman 
being held by the Calgary police for 
investigation. 

Provincial police later announced 
that they had received a message from 
@kanogan Landing which quoted 
Northcott as saying that the woman 
arrested at Calgary was his mother. 

It was learned that a woman and a 
young man purchased tickets on Tues- 
day at Spences Bridge, B. C., for Cal- 
gary. 

Police believe that the pair left Van- 
rouver and proceeded by automobile 
niong the Cariboo road to Spences 
Rridge, 175 miles east of Vancouver

The suit between Messrs. Luke Lea 
and Rogers Caldwell, of Nashville, 
Tenn., and the Messrs. Howell, in ref- 
erence to the ownership of the majori- 
ty stock in The Atlanta Constitution, 
which has been pending for several 
months, in the federal court in Atlan- 
ta, has been disposed of by the 
action of the parties without a trial, 
and the parties state that they have 
composed their differences as sct fortn 
in the attached decree of the court: 
the stock being returned to the How- 
ells, leaving them in undisputed con- 
trol of The Constitution. 

For reasons satisfactory to them, 
Messrs. Lea and Caldwell have relin- 
quished any claim to the majority 
stock in The Constitution Publishing 
company, which was the basis of the 
litigation. 

The case was called before Judge 
Sibley yesterday morning, whereupon 
attorneys for Lea and Caldwell asked 
that it be dismissed, and attorneys for 
both sides asked Judge Sibley to sign 
the following order, which was done, 
thus ending the case.

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HOOVER SPEECH 
USED BY UTILITIES 
AS PROPAGANDA 


Electric Power Interests 
Bought 49,000 Copies 
From Commerce Depart- 
ment Assistant. 


Washington, September 19.— 
(United News.)—Electric power in- 
terests circulated 49,000 copies of a 
speech by Herbert Hoover, republican 
presidential candidate, advocating 
state as opposed to federal regula- 
tion of public utilities, George F. Ox- 
ley, publicity director of the National 
Electric Light association, testified in 
the federal trade commission's utili- 
ties investigation today. 

Hoover's speech was circulated as 
part of the nation-wide propaganda 
drive of the electric power interests 
which the federal trade commission 
is investigating by order of the sen- 
ate Walsh resolution. 

Hoover's topic was “why the publie 
interest requires state rather’ than 
federal regulation of public utilities,” 

“It was so good that I ordered 


large quantities sent out to our peo-| 


ple,” Oxley testified. The speech was 
delivered by Hoover while secretary of 
commerce to a convention of the Na- 
tional Association of MRailroad and 
Utilities Commissioners at Washing- 
ton in 1925. 

The National Electric Light asso- 
ciation ordered 49,000 copies and paid 
$626.46 for them to Harold Phelps 
Stokes, then an assistant to Hoover 
in the department of commerce.

West Palm Beach, Fla., September 
19.—(#)—With the known dead and 
homeless in Sunday’s tropical hurri- 
cane increasing as searchers combed 
the flooded settlements on the eastern 
shore of Lake Okeechobee, measures 
for relief of the district were acceler- 
ated tonizht. 

Before leaving Tallahassee to make 
a personal visit to the area, Governor 
John W. Martin issued a» appeal to 
the people of Florida to contribute 
funds to the sufferers. The governor 
said he had been reliably informed 
that the situation “in and around 
Palm Beach county is very serious 
and that relief workers are in imme- 
diate need of funds.” 

Adjutant General Vivien Collins, 
who came here today to make a.sur- 
vey at the request of the governor, 
wired the chief executive that “ap- 
proximately 350 are dead in Okeecho- 
bee area.” The report also said that 
with 4,000 refugees already in the 
city, the number probably will be 
doubled tomorrow, 

A. IL. Schaffer, of the Americar 
Red’ Cross, a district director, took 
over the administration of relief in 
cooperation with local Red Cross and 
relief agencies, citizens and the na- 
tional guard. : 

Urgent calls for aid were received 
from several sectors of the lake re- 


gion where refugees were said still to 
be stranded without sufficient food, 
water, clothing and medicines. 

Most estimates agreed that Pahokee, 
little town on Lake Okeechobee, about 
60 miles west of here, suffered the 
heaviest death toll. 

Captain Sam F. Baker, of Fort 
Lauderdale, in charge of a detachment 
of marines guarding Pahokee, esti- 
mated that probably 250 persons there 
lost their lives. The overwhelming

The mystery of the disappearance Au-

The body of the man recovered last 
night was identified today as that of 
La Huis. Personal papers found in 
his pockets bore his name. The body 
of a woman, which last night could 
not be extricated from beneath the 
wrecked car, was recovered today. 
Officers said La Huis’ son, C. P. La 
Huis, of Miami, Fia., who accom- 
panied them to the scene of the fatal 
aecident today, expressed belief the 
body was that of his mother. 

Dynamite will be used tomorrow to

In ‘Machine Age’ Profits, 
Green Tells Machinists 


President of American 
Federation of Labor In- 
dorses 5-Day Week in 
Convention Address. 


American labor welcomes the me- 
chanicalization of American industry, 
with its attending increase of produc- 
tion, but insists on a fa‘: and equit- 
able share in the profits thus earned, 
William Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, Wednesday 
told the International Association of 
Machinists, in session this week at 
the Biltmore hotel. 

Mr. Green's address featured the 
morning méeting of the convention, 
and was enthusiastically acclaimed by 
400 delegates who have gathered here 
from all parts of the American con- 
tinent and many foreign countries. 

The speaker made a strong appeal 
for a general adoption of the five-day 


week in industry. He cited figures to 
show that the production efficiency of 
workers, through the universal use of 
machinery, has increased in two de- 
cades past from 25 to 150 per cent. 


Power Welcomed. 


“We are willing to shift the burden 
of human drudgery and toil from the 
shoulders of men and women to the 
machine.” Mr. Green declared. 
would not stifle inventive power, but 
welcome it. 

“But American labor insists that 
the owners of the machines shall not 
appropriate to themselves all the bene- 
fits that come through the introduc- 
tion of machinery. 

“We are steadfastly against any 
general reduction of wages for work- 
ing men and women of the American 
continent.

Mr. King that the, defective chil- 
dren are a deterrent to normal chil- 
dren, and to associate the two in 
school is unfair to both. Mr. Ram- 
sev said the defective children remind 
him of a group of blind persons grop- 
ing in the dark.

The message reporting 400 deaths 
in Palm Beach county was sent by 
Major John E. Mort, executive offi- 
cer of the 367th Reserve engineers at 
West Palm Beach. The text follows: 

Many Homes Destro 1. 


“Fully 75 per cent homes destroyed 
from Delray to Fort Pierce and most 
business houses in the same area. 
Loss of life in Palm Beach county 
alone 400. ‘Two thousand homeless 
and in temporary shelter. One thou- 
sand cots and blankets urgently need- 
ed. Miami and other cities furnish- 
ing food but sanitary conditions bad.” 

As train and wire service was es- 
tablished Wednesday with the strick- 
en section, some conflicts in the early 
reports developed. 

Frank. Harrison, a resident of West 
Palm Beach, who telephoned his sister 
here Wednesday afternoon, declared 
that only one death had occurred in 
the white residential section of West 
Palm Beach, although all the business 
houses were badly damaged and about 
half of the homes completely de- 
molished. 

At least 75 per cent of the homes 
are untenable, with roofs blown away 
and walls and porches demolished by 
the force of the wind, Mr. Harrison 
said.

Like all Gaul, venomous sna 
thritis and divers. minor thie 
toe itch comes in three varieties 01 
forms, namely and to-wit, the simple 
itch associated with hyperidrosis 
(which is medicalese for excessive 
sweating); furgus dermatitis or ring- 
' worm infection of the skin of the fest 
| prevailing in gymnasiums, swimming 
| pools and other places where people go 
barefoot; and the dew itch, grotnd 
itch or toe itch caused by the invasion 
of the skin by the larvae of the hook- 
worm, in sections of the south where 
the soil is polluted. 
Simple toe itch is an annoying fea- 
ture of only a few cases of excessive 
sweating of the feet. It is. unques- 
tionably relieved or prevented by g0- 
ing barefoot, whereas the other two 
forms of toe itch are contracted usual- 
ly by going barefoot. I frequently 
urge the practice of going barefoot as 
a good thing for the development of 
the feet, for the general health of the 
individual and for the prevention ot 
hyperidrusis or bromidrosis (malo- 
dorous sweating). Of course, we pre- 
sume the client has enough sense to 
avoid punctures, skidding and the like. 
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warn readers that there is some risk 
of contracting fungus or 
dermatitis by going barefoot in pub- 
lic gymnasiums or about swimming 
pools or other bath establishments, 
and to warn tourists about the danger 
lof contracting hookworm = by going 
barefoot in any region where the soil 
happens to be polluted by the primi- 
tive habits of people who harbor 
hookworms in the intestine. 
In my judgment it demands the skill 


to make a diagnosis of the kind of toe 
itch in nearly all cases. Obviously 
there is nothing to prohibit.one with 
hyperidrosis from catching hookworm 
or fungus, and nothing to prohibit one 
with such toe iteb from having hyper!- 
drosis. So how are you going to tell 
what ails you? It is difficult enough 
for the doctor to make sure in many 
cases. 

It may be highly unscientific and 
even wrong, but somehow I feel justi- 
fied by the reports I have had from 
correspondents in saying that the 
standard fermula known to physicians 
and pharmacists as “Whitfield’s oint- 
ment” is a fairly good remedy for 
all three forms of toe itch, if you'd 
rather fool with your itch than @on- 
sult your doctor.

FAIR SENTENCED 


The too-ready trigger finger of Fred 


man J. E. McDaniel, a jury decided 
Wednesday afternoon in Fulton su- 
perior court. 
ceiving the verdict, Judge John PD, 
Humphries sentenced Fair to die in 
‘the chair at Milledgeville on Novem- 
ber 2. Len. B. Guillebeau, attorney for 
Fair, announced that he would file 


a motion fer a new trial this morn- 
ing. 

By a curious freak of fate, Fair re- 
ceived the death sentence exactly one 
month, 30 days, after Officer MeDan- 
The offi- 
cer was shot on August 16, and died 
at Grady hospital on August 19. 

Fair received the verdict of the jury 
and heard Judge Humphries deliver 
the death sentence without emotion. 
Hie stood by the side of his attorney 
before the judge and at the latter's 
question, “Have you anything to say, 
Mr. Fair, before I complete the ree- 
ord in this case?” replied “Nothing.” 
Attorney Guillebeau likewise had noth- 
ing to say. Judge Humphries then 
read the sentence, and at his last 
words, “May God have merey on your 
soul,” several women spectators be- 
gan to cry. 

Kscorted Back to Tower. 


Fred Fair was placed between court 
bailiffs and escorted out of the court- 
room, back to Fulton Tower, there to 
count off the days until November 2, 
unless the fight of his attorney for a 
new triak gains him respite. 

The trial of Fair was speedy. Set 
peremptorily by Judge Humpbries for 
Tuesday, the taking of testimony and 
most of the argument was completed 
by Tuesday night. The argument oc- 
cupied little more than ~two hours 
Wednesday, and Judge Humphries’ 
charge to the jury was brief. The 
jury was out only an hour and a 
half. 

The prosecution was conducted by 
Solicitor-General John A. Boykin and 
Assistant Solicitor Ed <A. Stephens. 
The defense summoned no witnesses, 
relying entirely upon cross-examina- 
tion, Fair's statement and the argu- 
ment for its plea that MeDaniel's 
slaying was an accident... The case 
was handled by Detectives J. C. Davis 
and W. J. Anderson. 


Patrolman MeDaniel was fatally 
wounded by Fair as he attempted to 
capture the defendant a few seconds 
after Fair. had shot E. L. Griffin, 
brother of Mrs. Kiity Heath. The 
case evolved from the alleged kidnap- 
ing to Florida of Mrs. Heath by Fair. 
The scene of the shooting was on De- 
catur street at the Washington street 
viaduct. 


Accidental Shooting Claimed. 


Fair contended that he shot Me- 
Daniel accidentally while rushing to 
the officer for protection after wound- 
ing Griffin. The state contended that 
MeDaniel’s shooting was deliberate, 
that I’air fatally wounded the patrol- 
man in his effort to escape. 

The effort of the defense to bring 
out in the cross-examination of Grif- 
fin the fact that Griffin and other 


relatives of Mrs. Heath shot John Zink 
by mistake for Fair was barred from 
the record by Judge Humphries. 

Attorney Guillebeau said that one 
of the grounds for his motion for a 
new trial-will be that Judge Humph- 
ries did not charge the jury for vol- 
untary manslaughter or involuntary 
manslaughter as requested by defense 
counsel, 

Judge Humphries told the jury that 
it should either find Fair guilty - of 
murder, or, if it believed the shoot- 
ing, was accidental, it should acquit 
“air,

S SAFE AT HOME 


Chicago, September 19.—(/)—Safe 
at home and the center of a communi-
